Gov. Glenn received a telegram from 
the authorities of the I,ouisville and 
Nashville railroad saying that they 
would put the two and one-quarter cent 
State rate into effect yesterday. 

Alfred Stone, brother of Col. Henry 
L. Stone, of Louisville, died at Mt.
